missioners.. 


Ic is, of course, possible that some 


of the local saloon keepers will get 
a license in season to open up again 
on Tuesday, the day when the new 
law goes into effect. 


Most of them, however, will prob- 


ably not be in a position to open up 
under license conditions for a day or 
two thereafter, at the least. 


City Marshal Entwistle says that 


whether or not the saloons get their 
licenses on or before Tuesday next, 
that day will be general closing day. 


'Monday night will 
be the last 


period of grace, and all persons keep- 
ing open a place of any kind for the 
sale of liquors on Tuesday morning 
or any time thereafter without a li- 
cense paper to show their right, will 
be arrested. "That is the law," add- 
ed the marshal, "and I shall enforce 
it to the letter. If there is not a li- 
cense in the city, then there will not 
bs a place open on that day."

TO BE IMPORTED. 


Preach Wines fill Also Be Denied 


Adiission To Oar Ports. 


IIPORE KITS AND UQ08RS ARE HERE- 


AFTER TO BE BARRED BUT. 


Washington. May 
16.—All 
foods, 


liquors and drugs imported into the 
United States after next month are to 
be subject to scrutiny, under a stat- 
ute enacted by the 
late congress 


which has escaped general attention, 
although it is important and drutic 
Radical legislation along the lines of 
the federal pure food bill, which, it- 
self failed of approval, was accom- 
plished in the last hours of congreii 
in 
the 
agricultural 
appropriation. 


This legislation not only provides for 
the prohibition of all imports dan- 
gerous to health, but gives to the 
president a means of prompt retalia- 
tion on any country discriminating 
against American, products and 
of 


preventing foreigners from bringing 
to American markets deleterious prod- 
ucts. 


The disclosure was made this week 


in the discussion of pure foods and 
pure drugs before the American Ther- 
apeutic society, in session in 
this 


city, by Dr. W. H. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau ol! chemistry of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


"After July 1." Dr. Wiley declared, 


"you 
will hardly be able to buy in 


this country any frankfurters Import- 
ed from Germany. Germany object? 
to the borax in our meats, and we will 
object to the borax in her sausages, 
for we have found that they all con- 
tain borax. Then, too, the 
French 


wines that come into the United 
States will receive their dues. Thert 
is piobably not a wine sold in thir 
country under the label of 
'pure 


French wine' that is not a mixture o> 
blend of French and Italian and oth- 
er light wines. We Intend to make 
these people toll on the 
label thi

men anal! dress well and ueatly during 
buaUteas hcura.

of using disinfectant washes or 


should try to discover the 


cause of the bad breath. It is almost 
ridiculous to keep using disinfectants 
wliiJe the cause of the fetor continue* 
to operate. Suppose any cue were to 
notice a bad smell In the brick van!. 
Instead of linding out exactly what the 
.-a use of the bad smell is. be would sim- 
ply throw a disinfectant around, or de- 
odorizer, in order to stop or disguise 
the smell. Such a procedure would be 
silly indeed. No one but a sanitary 
officer would do such a thing. 


A bad breath indicates some decom- 


position going on somewhere in the 
respiratory tract. It may be a hollow 
tooth filled with decomposing material. 
or the teeth may be so jammed to- 
gether as to inclose portions of the 
food, which ferment and fill the mouth 
with noxious gases. 


The trouble may be in the posterior 


nares. One or both nostrils may bo 
(topped up. This leaves an uuventi- 
lated space just back of the nostril, in 
the upper portion of the throat The 
want of ventilation allows the mucus 
to accumulate and decompose, which 
forms a very fetid gas. 


Or, again, the trouble may be caused 


by enlarged tonsils. These sometimes 
assume a globular form, with deep 
crevices and seams which retain mu- 
cus. 
Again, mucus collects behind and 


above an enlarged tonsil, where it is 
sure to decompose and cause bad 
breath. 


Any portion of the respiratory tract 


from the throat to the lungs may be 
the seat of the difficulty. The mucous 
surface Is liable to catarrh, and the 
ratarrh abrades the mucous mem- 
branes here and there, forming super- 
ticial ulcers, which furnish a continu- 
ous effluvia to the breath. Like little 
volcanoes, they pour out their erup- 
tions of noxious gases day and night to 
contaminate the breath. 


The stomach has often been accused 


of being the cause of bad breath, but 
the fact is the stomach rarely Is the 
cause of a bad breatli. The breath 
does not enter the stomach. Respira- 
tion has little or nothing to do with 
the stomach. Breath is simply the act 
of drawing the air into the lungs and 
expelling it again. 


The fetor of bnd breath sometimes 


originates in the lungs and is no doubt 
rhe result of a deranged condition of 
the whole system. The blood, being 
surcharged with foul gases and decom- 
posing material, gives off these gases 
at each respiration. This is why the 
breath of a person who drinks liquor 
will become tainted with the smell of 
the liquor. At first the breath undoubt- 
edly smells of the liquor simply be- 
cause in passing through the mouth 
and throat some of it adheres to the 
mucous surfaces. If any one were to 
rinse out the mouth with liquor, the 
breath would smell for a short time, 
but only for a short time. With the 
dram drinker the case is different. The 
liquor having passed into his stomach, 
it Is absorbed into the blood. Through 
the blood it reaches the lungs, and 
with each respiration from the lungs 
a portion of the fumes from the liquor 
are given off with the breath. This il- 
lustrates bow a bad condition of the 
blood can taint the breath. 


Undoubtedly onions and many other 


aromatic substances find their way out 
of the system through the breath. In 
this way a bad stomach may taint the 
breath. This is why a bad stomach 
means bad breath. Bad digestion pro- 
duces a bad quality of blood. 
The 


blood, circulating through the lungs, 
gives off bad odors, which find their 
way into the breath. In this round- 
about way the stomach may cause 
bad breath, but as a rule the cause of 
bad breath can be found closer at 
hand — either in the teeth, posterior 
nares, tonsils, throat or bronchial 
tubes. 


Instead of using* mouth washes or 


perfumes of any sort to cure a bad 
breath, a person ought to have the 
cause of the bad breath discovered. 
Unfortunately it would be of little or 
no use to such a person to call on the 
'average doctor, as he knows nothing 
' or cares nothing about such things. 
He is simply engaged in prescribing 
drugs and spends very little time in 
ferreting out causes or removing ob- 
noxious ailments by harmless and ra- 


.' tioual methods. In these matters every 
j person must use bis own common 
House and try to be bis own doctor. 


No one should be content to allow a 


bad breath to continue. It is very un- 
healthy and is very obnoxious to other 
people. Every man and woman is en- 
titled to a sweet breath, and with a 
little care and judgment this can be 
had. 
But so long as any one continues 


to take drugs or use narcotic* to any 
extent be cannot hope to have a per- 
fectly sweet breath. A pure breath 
comes from pure living, pure habits 
and the continuous practice of absolute 
cleanliness. The toothbrush and cold 
water should be used thoroughly once 
a day. Gargling the throat should 1m 
mediately follow. The uoatrlia should 
be kept clear; deep breathing prac- 
ticed. These things alone will do very 
much toward insuring the possession 
of a sweet breath.— Medical Talk.

MURDER WILL 
OUT. 


The Fall River Globe prints an at- 


tended article in reference 
to the 


finding in that city of a blood-stained 
axe, which possibly may be the miss- 
ing link in the 
celebrated 
Borden 


murder mystery, a murder which re- 
sulted in. the arrest, trial and release 
of one of the daughters of the aged 
couple. 


The axe was accidentally discov- 


ered burred in a shed near the scene 
of the tragedy, but the finder had no 
thought of its possible connection 
with, that mysterious crime until af- 
ter the newspapers in which it was 
wrapped were destroyed, and 
the 


weapon itself bad been thoroughly 
scrubbed and passed through several 
hands. 


There may be something in the 


find, and there may not be. It is sta- 
ted that the skulls of the victims are 
within the reach of the authorities, 
and measurements may be made by 
them. It the real culprit is in exist- 
ence and in the vicinity of the scene, 
this accidental discovery must cause 
the perpetrator of the deed to have 
some very uncomfortable sensations 
about this time. 


A decade has passed since the trag- 


edy was enacted in the city by the 
sea, and it would seem that justice 
had forgotten and had erased the 
crime from her tablets, but there is 
an old maxim1, "Murder will out," and 
though there are apparent exceptions 
to the rule, it is usually the case that 
sooner or later the mystery is solved. 


Conscience sometimes lashes 
the 


perpetrator of the deed into confes- 
sion, death-beds force out the secret, 
or the earth and the sea refuse to 
become partners in the guilt of con- 
spiracy and cast out the instruments 
with which the deed was done. Little 
Ly little, one by one, the links in the 
chain become1 visible, and like ven- 
omous 
serpents 
twine 
themselves 


about the person of the criminal. 


The Borrten murder was one of pe- 


culiar and inexplicable norror, and 
it shocked the entire country with 
its diabolism. Nevertheless it was 
impossible to fasten (he crime upon 
the suspected daughter; she was re- 
cipient of sympathy and lielp from 
the best people of the city and state, 
and her -vindication 
was 
comple.c. 


Nothing before, nor since, in her ca- 
reer has given the 
1 slightest reason 


to doubt her innocence. Y<et the old 
couple were murdered in broad day- 
light, in their own house, evidently 
with an axe or hatchet, which was 
never found. 
Whether the mystery 


of their taking off is now about to 
ho unravelled is a question of pecul- 
iar interest to all concerned.

RALPH WALDO EMERSON. 


The Concord PhilOtpher, Whose Cen- 


tennary Will 
Be Observed This 


Year. 


Emerson's father, his grandfather 


an<l his great-grandfather 
were 
all 


ministers. Indeed, on both his fath- 
er's and mother's side, he belonged to 
an unbroken lia<i of ministerial des- 
«;EI from the earliest settlers 
in 


New England. His ancestral ^ home 
v.as in Concord, Mass.. but at tae 
lime oi his birth his father. 
Rev. 


William Ea»er;5on, was minister of 


c Fir--t church congregation in Bos- 


ton, lu Huston, then, he was born 
May 25. 1803. His father died when 
lie w» seven years old, but his moth- 
er continued to live in th« parish 
home and to care for her family of 
five boys and a girl, all under ten 
years of age. Her one desire was to 
give these children an. education, and 
for this she bore privations and en- 
dured hardships, which they shared 
bravely. During one year in the war 
of 1812, when the stoppage of com- 
merce had made 
provisions 
high. 


Mrs. 
Emerson took her children to 


Concord and lived with them in the 
old manse which Hawthorne has de- 
scribed delightfully in his introduc- 
tion to -Mosses from an Old Manse." 
In that manse Emerson's grandfather 
was living when the Concord fight 
occurred. 


Emerson was graduated at Harvard 


college in 1821^ and after teaching a 
year or two gave himself to the study 
of divinity. He was not robust, there 
was a taint of consumption in the 
famSly, and he interrupted his study 
:o travel in the south. He preached 
from 1827 to 1832, and was for four 
years a colleague pastor over 
the 


Second church in Boston. His wife, 
whom he maried in 1829, died in 
1831, and his own health was precar- 
ious. The work of a preacher was 
not distasteful, but h& had no apti- 
tude for pastoral wcrk, and he was 
out of sympathy 
with 
much 
that 


seemed to his associates essential in 
church order. 


There was an intellectual ferment 


n New England when Emerson was 
n his early manhood, and h« was 
himself one of the1 special and active 
agents ia stirring the minds of men. 


hanges were taking place in the way 


which people looked at education, re- 
igion, politics, and society. Public 
entertainments were not so 
varied 


then as now, nor so comimon, and 
people flocked to halls and meeting 
houses to hear lectures. 
Emerson, 


though not the most popular, was 
the mtost celebrated of these lectur- 
ers, and frequently gave courses cf 
lectures in Boston 
and 
elsewhere. 


He was called upon also to speak at 
college commencements and on oth- 
er special occasions. 


He made a voyage to Europe in 


1833 on account of ill-health, and dur- 
ing his journey visited Thomas Car- 
iyle, then scarcely more known than 
Emerson himself, who had. however, 
discovered his genius in his writings. 
From this beginning there grew on; 
of 
the 
notable 
friendships 
which 


sometimes mark the association of 
intellectual men. Emerson, went to 
Europe again in 1847, with special 
reference to courses of lectures which 
ho had been invited to give in Eng- 
land, lie made a third visit in 1872, 
and ou these two occasions made and 
renewed acquaintance with leading 
thinkers and poets 
Except for h's 


lecturing tours and thetee journeys, 
and for one made across the conti- 
nent in 1871 he passed his life quiet- 
ly in Concord. He was married a 
second time in 1835, and died at Con- 
cord, April 27, 1882. 


His first published prose work was 


"Nature," in 1839. He wrote po«ms 
when in college, but his first publi- 
cation of verse was in 'The Dial," a 
magazine established in 1840, and the 
representative of a knot of men and 
women of whom Emerson was the 
acknowledged 
or 
unacknowledged 


leaded. The first volume of his po- 
ems was published in 1817, and the 
second twenty years later. 


In foim the prose is either the ora- 


tion or the essay, with one exception. 


Mr. Cabot tells us that Emerson's 


practice was,, "when a sentence had 
taken shape, to write it out In. his 
journal, and leave it to find its fel- 
lows 
afterwards. 
These journals, 


paged and indexed, were the quarry 
from which he built his lectures and 
essays. 
* 


As one reiads Emerson steadily, he 


is lively to note certain imental char 
aetorlKtics in th<> writer which mark 
all his work. An important and per- 
vading on<> in his loyalty to Idealism, 
and lils belief In th<> power of thr 
soul to work out a noble place for it- 
self.

elapsed since the steam fire engine 
was introdnced into Portsmouth, and 
the amount of good it has done is 
incalculable. Thte Herald 
has Itak- 


en particular pains to secure the fol- 
lowing Interesting points relating: to 
this important branch of cur public 
service. 


The Sagamore. 


The first steam fire engine used in 


Portsmouth was the Sagamore, which 
reached here Friday, Dec. 30, 1864. 
It was built at Portland, Me, and 
weighed, with coal and water, 5,100 
pounds. The original cost was $5,000 


The engine was drawn by men and 


was met at the depot by the mem- 
bers of Laconla Engine company, No. 
2, who wore their uniforms for the 
first time. They wer;e led by 
the 


Portsmouth Cornet band. 
The lad- 


dies hauled the steamer 
to- 
their 


house, wiich had 'been prepared for 
its reception, and afterwards took it 
to the Parade where it was worked 
for about two hours by J. B. Johnson, 
the builder, with 500 fest 
of 
new 1 


leather hose. In the evening the com i 
pany gave a splendid supper in. its 
hall, with the mayor, board of al- 
dermen, committee on fire depart- 
ment and chief engineers and assist- 
ant engineers present. 


The Dearborn. 


The second steamer for the city, 


the Dearborn, was built by Caimp- 
bell, Whittier and company, of Rox- 
bury, Mass. Its weight, with 
coal 


and water, was 7300 pounds, and it 
cost $4500. 


The engine arived here on 
Fri- 


day, June 30, 1S65, was tested at Pier 
wharf in the afternoon and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. 
Both 
the 
Dear- 


born and the Sagamore were contract- 
ed for at the same time, but the lat- 
ter reached here first. 


The Dearborn was originally to be 


named the Portsmouth but the name 
was changed before her arrival to 
Dearborn in honor of the then may- 
or. 


The Kearsarge. 


The third steamer, Kearsarge, was 


built 'by the Amoskeag company of 
Manchester, and 
was 
received 
ia 


June, 1870. 


It was tested on Market square and 


pronounced satisfactory. 
Its weight 


was 6400 pounds, and then cost, with 
hose carriage, ?4760.32. 


The 
Moses H. Goodrich. 


This steamer was built at Burling- 


ton, Vt., and was received here in 
Juiv, 1876. It weighed 7400 pounds 
and cost $4,230. 


The Dearborn was sold soon after 


the Goodriph arrived, and the men 
who composed the former's company 
reorganized for the Goodrich. 


The Col. Sise. 


The Col. Sise was built at Manches- 


ter at the contract price of $3,000. Its 
weight was 7500 pounds and it was 
'cecived here in 1880. 


By the way, the (now) Col. Sise 


company, has, it is said had a contin- 
uous existence since 1802, but under 
different names. It was 
originally 


the Laconia, then the Sagamore, and 
now the Col. Sise company. It is quite 
probable that this is 'the oldest en- 
inc comipany in New Hampshire. 
All the above steamers, except the 


Dearborn, are yet in regular use and 
apparently as good as new. 


Our Chief Engineers. 


In this connection it may be said 


that since Portsmouth became a city, 
a ppriod of fifty-four years, 
thf-re 


have been only twenty-one chief en- 
Kineeis, And one of the longest to 
?crvc in that capacity was the late 
Stephen L. Afarston, who had nine 
terms, viz.: 1870, '71, '72, '73, '76, '79, 
'80, '82. 


John D. Randall has also served 


nine terms, viz.: '95. '96, '97, '98, '99, 
1900. '01, '02 to March '03. 


Tho longest, however, to servo is 


tho present chief, Herbert A, Mardcn 
who (barring the existing year) ha* 
hold th* poiIUon eleven t«rm>, riz.: 


1884, '85. 'So, '87, '88, 'S9, 'SI, '92, '93 
'94 to May '95. 


It should be added that for seme 


years, while- we were a town, the late 
Oliver Avers was at the head of the 
fire department. Our examination of 
the records, extending as far back as 
1S4C, show him to have been then and 
in all the succeeding years, up to the 
granting of a city charter, holding 
the office. Mr. Avers' services were 
so highly appreciated that he was 
made the first chief engineer under 
the municipal charter. 


The compensation at the time of 


his incumbencies and for many years 
thereafter was only $100 per annum. 


It is seldom' that any municipality 


ever had a better or more 
efficient 


fire department than Portsmouth, and 
it is The Herald's pleasure to thus 
publicly acknowledge its worth.

"Do you realize what has happened 


during the first week of President 
UoosereU's trip into the west?" asked 
& member of the cabinet. "Well, just 
combine these things and see what a 
fclgniflcant summary you have. 
•"The president himself has made two 


seeeches against tariff revision. He 
went direct to the territory where the 
•ipwa idea' Is supposed to prevail. In 
both speeches he struck straight out 
from the shoulder, and he rang the bell 
twice. 


"Secretary Boot sounded the initial 


note in Boston. Hie text was 'No Tariff 
Revision,' and be also rang tbe bell. 


'•^ecretary Shaw built a speech on 


the same text, which he delivered, with 
telling effect in Peoria, 111. The bell 
was rung again. 


"Senator Allison of Iowa permitted 


himself to be interviewed in Chicago. 
He, too, said, 'No tariff revision/ 


"Mr. Bryan in a speech in Des Molnes 


welcomed Governor Cummins to the 
ranks of Democracy and indorsed his 
ideas as proper Democratic doctrine. 


"Now, that is tbe summary. The Root 


speech and the Bhaw speech were read 
and approved by the president before 
they were delivered. The president's 
utterances have been indorsed by the 
members of his official family. The ad- 
ministration is working In absolute 
harmony, and the programme outlined 
In the Tribune of March 30, in which 
Secretary Root's Boston speech was 
forecast, is being carried out with a 
swing which promises most satisfac- 
torily for the administration. It also 
promises, what is perhaps of* even 
greater importance, the country's gen- 
eral acceptance of the 'Roosevelt idea' 
of 'no tariff revision' and absolute as- 
surance of undisturbed business ac- 
tivity, which at the present moment, 
*s the president calls attention to, is 
the greatest in the history of the world. 


"The president's unquestioned stand 


at this time on tbe tariff and his clear 
and fearless enunciation of this posi- 
tion right in the territory whence came 
the mutterings of a different desire, to- 
gether with tbe unanimous backing up 
he Is receiving from his cabinet and 
the -hearty approval of his auditors, 
constitute a development of the first 
w.«ek of his trip calculated to do much 
toward settling conditions in the public 
mind and assuring tbe continuance of 
that prosperity. 


"It means that tariff reformers mas* 


querading under the guise of Repub- 
licans will have to become classified 
under another name or welcomed back 
into the ranks of Democracy, as Gov- 
ernor Cummins has been by Bryan. 
The Republican party, with Roosevelt 
at its liead. will stand for no tariff 
revision, at least until after the next 
presidential election. This is the lesson 
to be learned from the developments 
of the last few weeks. 


"That tariff revision means business 


demoralization there can be no doubt. 
This is true notwithstanding the fact 
that the tariff should be revised by its 
friends when it is revised. As an illus- 
tration take, for instance, the pet 
schedule for attack, the tariff on iron 
and steel. Suppose at the same time 
that ' the Fifty-eighth 
congress is 


pledged to tariff revision, which it is 
not, what would happen? Simply this: 
Every man who contemplated erecting 
a building in which structural iron was 
to be a part would conclude without tho 
least hesitation that he could wait just 
as well as not until tbe tariff on iron 
and steel had been reduced that he 
might save the $5 a ton which is de- 
clared to be the tariff tax on the Amer- 
ican consumer. By postponing the erec- 
tion of his building he not only puts an 
end to the iron business, but also to the 
brick business, the lumber business and 
also to the prosperity of the men who 
build buildings, tbe mechanics of the 
country. This same illustration applies 
to every other schedule which the revi- 
sionists might think proper to take a 
whack at, and even though this revi- 
sion would be in the hands of the 
•friends' of the tariff the same incen- 
tive to await the result of the action of 
those 'friends' would be there, and our 
hustling prosperity would be gone. 


"In adopting this 'no revision' policy 


and boldly proclaiming the same to the 
country President Roosevelt gives a 
splendid illustration of his political 
acumen. Not only will he do good to 
the business interests of the country, 
but he will avoid thereby the rock 
which has caused disaster to the party 
on at least two occasions in its history. 
If tariff revision means danger to the 
business of the country, it means dou- 
My more danger to the administration 
which undertakes that revision. No 
administration has even withstood its 
demoralizing effects, and the political 
result of checking the present terrific 
commercial impetus of the country 
would be absolute disaster to tbe politi- 
cal combination responsible for that 
check."—Washington Cor.

It thus appears that Cummins and 


Vest are of one mind in holding that 
the protective tariff is responsible for 
the stifling of competition and that the 
opening of our market to the competi- 
tion of the world is the only remedy. 
Taking issue alike with Cummins and 
with Vest, President Roosevelt said at 
Minneapolis: 


"One point we must steadily keep in 


mind. The question of tariff revision, 
speaking broadly, stands wholly apart 
from the question of dealing with the 
trusts. No change In tariff duties can 
have any substantial effect in solving 
the #o called trust problem. Certain 
great trusts or great corporations are 
wholly unaffected by the tariff. Prac- 
tically all the others that are of any 
Importance have, as a matter of fact 
numbers of smaller American compet- 
itors, and of course a change in the 
tariff which would work injury to the 
large corporation would work not 
merely injury, but destruction, to its 
smaller competitors, and, equally, of 
course, such a change would mean dis- 
aster to all the wage workers connect- 
ed with either the large or tbe small 
corporations. From the standpoint of 
those interested in the solution of the 
trust problem such a change would 
therefore merely mean that the trust 
was relieved of the competition of its 
weaker 
American competitors 
and 


thrown only into competition with for- 
eign competitors and that the first 
effort to meet this new competition 
would be made cutting down wages 
and would therefore be primarily at 
the cost of labor. In the case of some 
of our greatest trusts such a. change 
might confer upon them a positive 
benefit. Speaking broadly, it Is evident 
that the changes in the tariff will af- 
fect tha trusts for weal or for woe sim- 
ply as they affect the whole country. 
The tariff affects trusts only as It af-' 
fects all other interests. It makes all 
these interests, large and small, profit- 
ablK and its benefits can be taken 
from the large only under penalty of 
taking them from the small also." 


The application of these sound state- 


ments could not have been more direct 
and intentional if the president had 
prefaced his remarks by saying: "Stand 
'up, Governor Cummins, and listen. I am 
talking to you and your like, whether 
in Iowa, in Minnesota, in Massachu- 
setts or wherever they may be." It 
was the right sort of talk in the right 
place and at the right time. The coun- 
try has relished and welcomed it for 
what it was and wan meant to be.— 
American Economist.
